Many different factors 
and compelling  circum- 
stances come into the ques- 
tion. 

A good few years ago, 
when Polonia and JUST 
were both composed almost 
entirely ef Continental 
players, this pair almost 
ruled the roost. 

. With few exceptions, the 


Continentals dominated 
Victorian State League 
soccer and it was much

In recent years, however, 
British players have vastly 
outnumbered their Contin- 
ental counterparts and only

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AUSTRALIA COULD HAVE 


WON WITH © 


TWO GENUINE STRIKERS 


— By PAUL DEAN — 


Sydney fans finally got a taste of modern, defensive football at its worst 
when last Sunday Scotland beat Australia 1-0 at the Showground. 


Both teams used packed 
retreating defences and used 
these well — but had little or 
no idea of attacking. 


As a result, the match was 
a rather dull, sometimes bor- 
ing struggle, a series of hard 
clashes, crunching tackles 
and little else. 


Scotland might have dis- 
appointed the hopeless roman- 
tics who had secretly expected 
scintillating fireworks and an 
exhibition of football artistry. 

But they didn’t disappoint 
us: this is just about what 
we had predicted. E 


They proved to be an un- 
tried, unblended, fairly young 
team of skilled, professional 
hopefuls simply unable to 
“put on a show”. 


What they did was done 
efficiently; their passing was 
fair, their speed superior to 
ours and their positioning and 
off-the-ball runs all bearing 
the hallmark of professional 
coaching. 

They went through these 
motions rather well — but 
there they stopped. 

They failed to ignite and 
they couldn’t improvise; in 
fact, the packed Australian 
defence had them completely 
nonplussed as if they had 
never before seen one. 

During the entire match 
they had only about two or 


--three- reasonable chances to 


score — certainly no more 
than did Australia. 

The Scotland forward line 
didn’t have one single player 
capable of beating two de- 


fenders in one run or. alter- 


natively, of splitting the de- 
fence with some quick, im- 
provised inter-passing. 

And this is a sad indict. 
ment for the Scotland quintet 
which included such experi- 
enced professionals as Mc- 
Calliog, Hope, Hood, Fergu- 
son and Morgan. 


Steady, solid 


It’s staggering, in fact, to 
think that McCalliog could 
be worth $300,000 on the 
British market they are 
either woefully short of talent 
or sickeningly full of cash 
over there. 

The Scotland defence play- 
ed a steady, solid game with- 
out being brilliant. 


Their motto was safety first 
and the innumerable back- 
passes to their *keeper clear- 
ly indicated that it’s a win 
they were after, not enter- 
tainment. 

The Scottish midfield play- 
ers failed in their job of get- 
ting a strong grip on the game 
and launching attacks. 


In the second half, they 
were clearly struggling and 
retreated into defence too 


willingly, giving up precious | 


territory to the Australians. 

‘The forwards were seldom 
teally dangerous. 

They couldn’t pierce the 
Aussie rearguard and _ the 
only time they shot at goal 
was in the first half, by Hope. 

Fersuson almost managed 
to turn the match into a 
brawl with his roughness and 
antics and he alone will be 
really ‘remembered’ by the 
Sydney fans. 

The Australian team per- 
formed creditably and didn’t 
deserve to be beaten. 

In the first half the side 


' was struggling to get going 


but after resumption it came 
to life —- and actually provel 
to be even superior. 

But it was clear from the 


very start that in the short 
time available our team 
couldn’t grasp the full signific- 
ance of the 4-3-3 system. 

Our defence was well or- 
ganised and tight but as you 
toyed further up forward, so 
did our weaknesses appear. 

The midfield players didn’t 
realise that their role in this 
system is a dual one: gain 
possession and start a quick 
attack and also, whenever 
possible, move up behind the 
forwards and form a “second 
wave’. 

This is actually where we 
lost the match: our attack was 


‘disorganised, spasmodic, hap- 


hazard and unsupported. 

It was an obvious mistake 
to use Blue and Giles as 
spearheads when neither is 
suited for that job; what you 
need there is a fast, elusive 
counter-puncher of the Rey- 
nolds or Alagich type. 

So the Australian team 
executed one half of the de- 


mands the 4-3-3 system im- 
poses on a side: they packed 
their defence, tackled hard 
and refused to allow the Scots 
any shooting space. 

But this is always the easier 
‘of the two tasks in this sys- 
tem. 

The more difficult is how 
a team launches into a sud- 
Gen, devastating counter- 
attack with the midfield play- 
ers moving up behind the 
spearheads. 

In this we failed — as have 
many other, much move ex- 
perienced overseas sides, in 
the recent past. 

It would be nice to end 
this by saying that regardless 
cf the score and all, it was 
still good entertainment. 

But it wasn’t, really. 

It was a pretty dull en- 
counter which came to life 
only in the last half hour or 
so. 
And the blame for this 
must be laid squarely at Scot- 


land’s feet, who failed to show 
us the real difference between 
full-time British professional- 
ism and part-time Australian 
shamateurism. 

Perhaps this difference will 
be revealed by the Scots in 
their next two matches; for 
the sake of the Adelaide and 
Melbourne fans, let’s hope so 
anyway.

Watkiss best man 
on the field

In a game dominated by defences, few forwards stood out in the 
Australia-Scotland international in Sydney last Sunday. 


There were, however, many 
sterling performances in the 
defences of both teams. 


John Watkiss, for Australia, 
and Scotland’s Alan Anderson 
were their sides’ best players. 

Marnoch, Westwater and 
Baartz also starred for Aust- 
ralia, and Giacometti was our 
most dangerous forward when 
he replaced Giles in the sec- 
cnd half. 


For the dour Scots, goalie 
Thomson, right half Town- 
send and right winger. Mor- 
gan, in patches, also caught 
the eye. 

This is how I saw the 22 
players and the referee per- 
form: 


AUSTRALIA 


FUZES acquitted himself 
well with the little he had to 
do. Brilliantly saved a hard 
shot from Hope, but allowed 
himself to be caught complet- 
ely unaware on Scotland’s 
goal. 

NUTTALL was never the 
commanding figure he is im 
most competition matches. 
Improved, however, in the 
second half after a shaky first 
30 minutes and held his Scot- 
tish winger well. 

MARNOCH was as tough 
as nails and his granite-like 
defénce proved a handful for 
McCalliog, who rarely got the 
better of him. His clearances 
could have been more accur- 
ate, but his heading was out- 
standing, 

WATKISS was the best 
man on the field. His tackl- 
ing, head play and cover de- 
fence were superb. In the 


second half he came up m-— 
|telligently in attack and was 


better than any Scot on view. 

COOK was the weak link 
in the Australian defence. A 
disastrous first 20 minutes 
sapped both his morale and 
energy and he committed 
many elementary errors 
throughout and was an easy 
prey for Scotland’s Morgan, 


who beat him almost at will. 

WARREN was wasted as a 
midfield “link” in the first 
half when he was far too slow 
and hesitant. He was one of 
the best Australians after the 
interval in a striking role 
more suited to his tempera- 
ment. 


HUGHES played a true 
Skipper’s game and worked 
himself to a standstill, The 
APIA captain, however, at 
times failed to link up effici- 
ently with his attack. 


WESTWATER fought like 
a demon and was never over- 
awed by the Scots’ reputat- 
ions. He never shied off from 
a tackle and also- initiated 
many promising attacks fron 
the midfield. Played his best 
match in Australia. 


GILES’ first half display 
when he wandered aimlessiy 
on the field justified his sec- 
ond half replacement. Appear- 
ed unusually nervous. 


GIACOMETTI, Giles’ ° re- 
placement, sparked off Aust- 
ralia’s revival in attack after 
the interval. His aggressive- 
ness upset the Scots and his 
zest and clever passes spread 
terror in the Scottish defence. 
A pity he didn’t see more of 
the ball. 

BAARTZ was Australia’s 
most dangerous forward in 
the first half when he fought 
for every ball and bustled the 
tougli Scots, but he seemed to 
run out of stamina in the 
second half. Excellent inter- 
national debut all the same. 

BLUE played his worst 
game of the season and mess- 
ed up countless promising 
moves. Nothing ever went 
right for him and he should 
have been replaced. 


SCOTLAND 
THOMSON, the Scottish 
goalie, was one of the more 
professional-looking _ visitors. 
Excellent in the air, he was 
seldom in difficulty. 


CALLAGHAN had an easy 
time subduing his Australian 
winger and had many oppor- 
tunities to link up in attack. 


COLQUHOUN impressed 
as a “tough customer”. Stood 
on no ceremony when his goal 
was in danger. 


TOWNSEND had _ some 
clever touches and linked up 
well with his forwards. 

ANDERSON was the pick 
of the Scottish XI. A polished 
defender, he showed impecc- 
able ball control and good 
positioning throughout as well 
as wonderful head clearances. 

FRASER was the least con- 
structive of the halfback trio. 
A fighting Scot who had no 
second thoughts when it came 
to stopping an Australian for- 
ward — by any means at his 
disposal. 

MORGAN is a clever wing- 
er, but he was nowhere near 
as impressive as his fellow 
Scot, Alec Scott, of Everton 
in 1964. 

HOPE’s only contribution 
to the game was a tremendous 
first half shot. Wouldn’t raise 
an eyebrow if he played in 
local soccer. 

MeCALLIOG, on Sunday’s 
display, was as drab and 
mediocre as when he played 
here with Chelsea in 1965. 
At no stage justified his glow- 
ing reputation. 

FERGUSON angered the 
crowd with his hard, at times 
deliberately rough, play. Al- 
though he scored the winning 
goal he seemed more interest- 
ed in settling scores of private 
feuds throughout the match. 

HOOD was rarely seen and 
on Sunday’s performance the 
Scots seem to have selected 
the wrong Hood. His Sydney 
namesake, and cousin, Gerry, 
leoks a better player. 

Referee W. HOSIE of 
South Australia had a poor 
game. His, excessive whistling 
spoilt the game and most of 
his decisions baffled both 
teams in turn.

Victorious Celtic 
lean on 
home-grown talent 


— By BOB LOW — 
Glasgow Celtic’s dashing 2-1 win over Inter- 
Milan in the final of the European Champions’ 
Cup ended a Scottish s season on the highest pos- 


sible note. 


One of Scotland’s two 
premier clubs, (Glasgow 
Rangers being the other) 
Celtic have won the Scot- 
tish Cup more times than 
any other Scottish club. 


They have also the 
highest number of First 
Division league champion- 
ship wins next to their 
greatest rivals, Rangers. 


Celtic hold a Scottish 
League record of going 63 
matches undefeated from 
November 13, 1915 to 
April 21, 1917, when Kil- 
marnock beat Seesin 2-0. 


One. of the sreatest 
players ever to don a Celtic 
jersey was their present 
general manager, Jimmy 
McGrory who as the club’s 
centre forward scored 550 
league and cup goals in 
first class soccer from 1922- 
1938. 


Celtic fisured in the 
Scottish Cup final which 
drew the biggest crowd ever 
in Scottish cup and league 
soccer: 146,433 watched 
them’ at Hampden Park, 
Glasgow when they beat 
Aberdeen 2-1. 


In 1965-66 Celtic only 
conceded 30 goals in 34 
First Division league games. 

Manager of Celtic is Jock 
Stein who in 1966 was ac- 
claimed “Manager of - the 
Year” in Britain and was 
awarded a £1,000 cash 
award and a _ trophy, 
presented by a _ leading 
clock manufacturer. 

The club*s ground, is in 
Glasgow, has a capacity of 
92,000 and is named Park- 
head.

Ronnie Simpson, Foal 


keeper and at 36 the oldest 
in British soccer, Played 
for Queens Park, Newcastle 
and Hibs eters joining 
Celtic. His father was the 
Rangers centre -half for

Tommy Gemmell, full- 
back and one of the 
original selections for the 
Scottish side to tour Aus- 
tralia. Played for Scotland 
‘against England recently. 
Scored the equaliser against 
Inter, 

Jim Craig, fullback and 
less than two years with the 
club. Previously played for 
Glasgow University students 
team. 


Bobby Murdoch, wing 
half who has been seven 
yeats at Parkhead and 


came from Our Lady’s High 
School side. 


Billy McNeill centre half 
and 


one of the most 
capped players of the 
current brigade for Scot- 


land. Came from the junior 
side, Blantyre Vics. 

John Clark, wing half 
and another long serving 
player. Has been with the 
club nine years and came 


from Larkhall Thistle. 


Steve Chalmers, inside 
forward. Seven seasons with 
Celtic and a product of the 
erack Scottish junior side, 
Ashfield. Scored the win- 
ner against Inter. 

Joe McBride, centre for- 
ward, at present recovering 
from a leg operation. Pre- 
viously with Partick Thistle 
and Motherwell and cost 
Celtic a big transfer fee. 

Willie Wallace, bought 
from Hearts about a year 
ago for £35,000 and another 
player who was in the 
Scottish touring side; in- 
side forward’ and recently 


played against England. 
Jim Johnstone, right 
winger. Selected for the 


Scottish side against Eng- 
land but forced to with- 
draw on account of injury.
